The subject matters of claims 1 -6 appear lo be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents cited in the ISR. 

A person skilled in the art could not have easily conceived of the idea of the invention of the 
present application, because color correction using color information on a specified undenatured 
portion is not described in document 1 which is considered to be the most related to the present 
invention and it is a subject matter specific to the technique for extracting a denatured portion on the 
basis of color information. 

(2) Concerning industrial applicability: 

The subject matters of claims 1 -6 appear to be industrially applicable because they are related to 
the technique for measuring denatured portions.
